The attitude of the general public toward newspaper 
work is much the same as the reaction of the average per­ 
son toward the Charleston dance steps. The rythym looks 
easy, but the execution is more difficult. 
Out in Yakima, Washington, Rev. D. W. Ferry, a min­ 
ister, had numerous arguments with Col. W. W. Robert­ 
son, editor of the Yakima Daily Republic, concerning the 
editorial policy of that newspaper. These discussions re­ 
solved themselves into an opportunity for the minister 
to take qver the editorial duties of Col, Robertson for 
cne week, at the expiration of which he announced some 
n*.w ideas concerning newspaper work in general and the 
ta«k of editing the Republic in particular. 
Rev. Ferry frankly stated the strain of preaching was 
not to be compared with the strain resulting from the in­ 
sistent demands on him while he was 
in 
the editorial 
chair. 
“The demands of newspaper space and time are so re 
lentless that I could not stand up under them long,” he 
announced, adding: 
“Lots of persons think they could run newspapers and 
write editorials without the least difficulty. 
I wish they 
could all try it once, it would develop a fine spirit/of tol­ 
erance, though after the experience they mi&ht not sur 
vive long enough to exemplify it. If I have to retire from 
the ministry I certainly am not going to try to find any 
rest in the editorial chair. It isn’t there.” 
Rev. Ferry voices a wish which, likely, at some time or 
the other, every newspaper man has felt, if not expressed. 
If every person could, by direct contact, become acquaint­ 
ed with the multitude of problems the daily newspaper en­ 
counters every 24 hours, they would have, not only a 
kindlier feeling for the press itself, but they would likely 
come out with a kindlier feeling for their fellow man. - 
Hate has no place in journalism and little of it is found. 
Sometimes readers may conceive the idea that the news­ 
paper heart is“ one of ice, cold and merciless, but closer 
examination usually will reveal the mistake. 
Newspaper 
hearts ordinarily are burdened with the problems of the 
communities they serve. 
The lead of the community is 
the load of the newspaper. To the press come the weary 
as well as the rested, the sinner as well as the saint, the 
poor as well as the rich, the wanton as well as the pure, 
the defiled as well as the undefiled. 
To these the newspaper tries to render, as best it can, 
a service, a helping hand, a lift over the rougher places 
of life. 
The nfiwfpaper heart beats with pulsating de­ 
sire, not only to record the pages of history as they are 
written ,but to m ale of this world * better place in which

Yumihachi Kataoka, Japan’s “Div­ 
ing King,” is planning another ex­ 
pedition to recover long-lost treasure 
from the bottom of the sea. He 1» 
negotiating ix>w with Lloyd’s pf Ix>n- 
don to undertake salvage of the gold 
and silver bullion whis was lost when 
the British liner Egypt was sunk in 
the Bay of Biscay. 
Th«* treasure - which Kataoka seeks 
is valued at approximately $5,000,000 
slight'y more tlifln half being in gold 
bullion and the.rest in silver bullion. 
It. was lain at the bottom of the Bay 
of Biscay since the Egypt was sunk 
off Brest in a collision with u Ger- 
taan 
Kataoka acheved his first fame as 
salvage monarch when he recovered 
more than $500,000 worth of gold 


bullion from the sunken Japanese 
•ship Y asa|a Maru in the Mediterra­ 
nean Sen. 
This expedition was ear­ 
ned out in June, 1925. 
Immediately after his success with 
the Yasakft Maru treasure. Lloyd's 
approached Kataoka with a proposal 
that he attem pt to recover the bul­ 
lion from the sunken Egypt. Kataoka 
wa.s disinclined to undertake the ven 
ture at this time, sa Lloyd’s turned 
to Sweden and engaged the Neptune 
Salvage Compatiy to undertake the 
task. This company has liten unauc- 
ci\«rtfut and Kataoka again has been 
importunad to make the attempt. 
Before stm ting out,however, Ka* 
taokfj demands the Lloyds' agree to 
the enterprise.
